Ph id ian A rt Club at the U n iversallst 
church last evening. 
It was well illu s­ 
trated with the aid of toe stereopticon 
managed by Ju liu s Lloyd. 
Mrs. Ze- 
man, a Bohem ian herself, has evident­ 
ly mads along and exhaustive study of 
her mother country, its 
history, 
art 
and institutions. 
H er thought was 
clothed in purest English, but a slight 
occasional difference in 
enunciation 
betraying her foreign 
origin. 
Mrs. 
Zitnan in her opening rem arks hasten­ 


ed to assure her [aud lence that there 
was 
a 
wide 
difference 
between 
her 
countrymen, 
the 
real in hab­ 
itants of 
Bohem ia, 
and 
the hand- 
to-mouth 
art 
students 
in 
the 
‘ L a tin 
Q uarter ’ 
or 
in 
sim ilar en­ 
vironments in other cities. 
She gave a 
graphic portrayal of the early history 
of 
Bohem ia, 
interspersed 
with 
folk 
lore and legends of this kingdom of the 
Austrain 
Em pire. 
The name is de­ 
rived from the B o ii, a C eltic race, ex­ 
pelled from the basin of the Elb e by 
the 
M arcom anni, 
who 
afterw ard 
estalished a considerable kingdom un­ 
der Marbod 
and being converted to 
C h ristian ity were in turn supplanted 
by the Slavonic race, which stili p re­ 
dominates. 
Th ere are about twenty 
Germ ans to every thirty-three Slavs 
or 
Cyochs, 
as 
they 
are 
called. 
C h ristian ity was 
introduced 
from 
the east by the C reek church about 
the ninth century. 
Bohem ia has been 
the common battle ground of Europe 
until all its treasures of art and lite ra ­ 
ture have beer stripped from it aad it 
is now necessarv for its scholars or 
men of letters, 
when they 
wish 
to 
study the early examples of these, to 
journey to England, Sweden or D en­ 
m ark, 
M any of the earliest books are 
contained 
in tbe large museum 
at 
Stockholm . 


The general sim ilarity of the v a r i­ 
ous cat-tles scattered through Bohem ia 
was commented upoa and a number of 
the more prominent ones were project­ 
ed upon the screen. On castle present­ 
ed a dozen different periods of a rc h i­ 
tecture. 
A brief sketch of Joh n 
H ush was 
given and of the religious troubles of 
which he was the center. 
The work 
of a famous Bohem ian arlist was shown, 
poi traying IIuse before the council of 
conet.an3e. 
A number of photographs 
of pictures by Bohem ian artists were 
scattered through the iecture. A room 
decorated by sim ple peasant 
women 
contained many beautiful figures and 
arabesques. 
The lecturer mentioned 
early lace m aking and the fact that ex­ 
amples of it are exceedingly rare. 
M rs. Zeman surprisingly stated that 
the third 
largest 
city of 
Bohem ia 
is in Chicago about the region of E ig h ­ 
teenth street, giving a sketch of the 
population and tbe largo number of 
buildings 
which have 
been 
erect­ 
ed 
by 
Bohem ians. 
She 
energetic­ 
ally defended 
her countrymen 
from 
the charge of being undesirable c it i­ 
zens, 
and pointed with pride to the 
achievem ents 
of 
various 
prominent 
Bohem ians in the United States. 
She 
closed with a plea that there be more 
im m igration laws that her 
country­ 
men may unite with Am ericans in m ak­ 
ing this a most glorious country.

Interesting Records 
of Dovenport 


Weather Bureau for Ihirty 


Tears. 


A t the Davenport 
weather bureau 
Observer Sh e rie r dtgi up the record of 
November for the last th irty 
years. 
Th e mean or normal tem perature 
has 
been 37 degrees, as compared with 
an 
October record of 6 2-qu ite a drop 
downward. 
Novem ber of 1899 was the 
warmest eleventh month in the 
whole 
period, with a mean tem perature of 46 
Tne coldest was that of 
18-80, 
whose 
record was 31 
degrees. 
The highest 
November tem perature in 
the thirty 
years was 76 degrees on 
the 
tirst in 
1888, and the lowest 10 below 
on 
the 
t wenty-ninth in 1891. 
The average November precipitation 
has been 1.92, there usually being pre­ 
cipitation to the extent of .01 
of an 
inch or more nine days in the month. 
In November, 
1879, the precipitation 
was 4 70, m aking it the wet.est N ov­ 
ember, while tbe dryest was th at of 
1875, with on’y 57 hundredths 
of an 
Inch 
of precipitation. 
The 
wettest 
November day in the th irty years was 
the tifth in 1883, 
when tha p recip ita­ 
tion was 2.03. 
The greatest Novem er 
snowfall In any one day since the win­ 
ter of 1884-5—when this record was be 
gun—was 1 4 inches on the twenty-sev­ 
enth in 1892. 


Despite Tom Hood’s insinuation that 
the month has “ no sun, no moon,” the 
record hero is eight sunshiny days; 
twelve cloudy days and 
ten 
partly 
cloudy days. 
Bu t Tom Hood wrote in 
England.
